Election Judge Charged with Assault Held 
to the Grand Jury. 

Fred Trude, brother of City Attorney 
George A. Trude, defended James Mansfield, 
charged with assault to commit murder, in 
Justice Wallace’s court yesterday. City Prose- 
cutor Asay was to have defended Mansfield, 
but at the last minute was called 
off by the Democratic Executive com- 
mitteemen, who already are grieviously 
worried by the odd things done with Asay’s 
fine Italian hand. Mansfield is a Democratic 
judge of election against whom have been 
made charges of systematic colonization. He 
is said to have stowed away Democratic re- 
repeaters in a barn in the rear of his saloon, 
and to have made elaborate - arrangements 
for voting the men Tuesday. It is claimed 

saloon brawl in which Mansfield 
shot John Kelly in the neck and bit 
the thumb of John Horn was the result of a 
factional dispute as to how the colonization 
scheme in Mansfield’s barn shouid be con- 
ducted. The City Hall came promptly to the 
rescue of the Democratic judge, and yester- 
day Fred Trude was sent down to Justice 
Wallace’s court at Emerald avenne and Thir- 
ty-fifth street to defend him. Kickham Scan- 
lan prosecuted. and he and Trude wrangied 
over the petty details of the brawl 
for four hours. Justice Wallace compromised 
with the warring factions by holding Mans- 
field to tha grand jury for assault with intent 
to commit bodily harm. His bond was set 
for $700, and Trude promptly signed it. 
Kelly dnd Horn were fined $10 and $25, re- 
spectively. In the course of the trial it was 
brought out that Democratic politicians had 
pleaded with Kelly and Horn to postpone 
the settlement of their grievances with Mans- 
field until after election. This was before 
the saloon row. 

In bis remarks Kickham Scanian said: 
The rights of every honest citizen of Chi- 
cago are jeopardized and the purity of ballots 
is endangered when such men as Mansfield 
are allowed to have any part in the conduct 
of elections. It is the more shameful that the 
city administration should dare to suily its 
hands by defending or helping to defend even 
in the most indirect way such a man.“

Wickens is * Republican with Pro- 
hibition ies, and it is claimed that the 
prosecution has been inspired by 
motives. :

Tunis court can form no conclusions now 
as to what constitutes a proper nomination 
except from the ailegations of the bill, As I 
read it all necessary requirements have been 
comPlied with unless it be the filing of the 
certificate of the nomination with the Secre- 
tary of State. The question turns largely on 
section 142 and the construction to be put 
upon it, If Mr. Eakins’ name belong on the 
baliot then the question arises as to whether 
the Election Commissioners have a right to 
strike it off and say that they are ond the 
power of law. I cannot concede this, The 
courts are exceedingly loath to interfere with 
the expressed will of the people at election. 
It seems to me to be their duty to order others 
to keep their hands off and let the people 
alone. I must consider that this nomination 
was properly certified in that office, If an 
order be not entered alj rights of the candi- 
date will be denied him, and also because the 
people have a right to vote for whom they 
please I think the Election Commissioners 
ought to let this name alone. I shall grant 
the injunction.”’ 

Chairman John R. Tanner of the Repub- 
lican State committee had this to say last 
evening in reference to the Eakins case:

Lexaw Committee Adjourns Till After 
Electlon- More Astonishing Disclosures. 
New Tonk, Nov, 3.—The Lexow committee 

has closed its investigations for the time be- 
mg, and no further attempts will be made to 
probe the depths of the crimes of New York 
until after election. An adjournment has 
been taken uniil Nov. 19, when the labors of 
the committee will be resumed. The interest 
in the investigation continued undiminished 
up to the close. Just before the committee 
concluded its labors for the day Mr. Goff said 
corruption and a terrible state of affairs in 
the official life of the city had been demon- 
strated. Senator Pound eulogized Mr. Goff 
for his energy and persistence in conducting 
the examination, and with loud cheers for 
that lawyer the crowd dispersed, the members 
of the committee returniug to their homes to 
vote in the approaching election. 

Mrs. Hermann resumed the witness chair 
and made this voluntary statement: 

I am not afraid of Judge Hogan or Re- 
corder Smyth. I seein the morning papers 
they deny whatI said. I can prove that 
what I said is true, and I can tell lots more.“ 

„Lots more?“ repeated Mr. Goff, 

„% They have threatened to indict me for 
what I have said, Iam not afraid ot Judge 
Hogan.“ 

Here the woman became intensely excited 
and pointing out Policeman Petterman, who 
sat near the railing, she shrieked: Lou are 
a thief. How dare you sit there looking at 
meso? You took money from my sister.

Inpiawapous, Ind., Nov. 3.—/|Special.]— 
Ex- President Harrison’s campaign tour ended 
here tonight with a remarkablescene. Twice 
the audience refused to let him close his ad- 
dress, and then with inspiration drawn from 
their enthusiasm threw aside restraint and for 
a halt hour spoke with a fervid eloquence, the 
equal of which his friends here cannot recall 
in his experience, The train bearing Gen. 
Harrison arrived at 8 o'clock. It was the 
closing day of the Republican campaign in 
Indiana and culminated in the most 
wildiy enthusiastic meetmg at Tomlin- 
son Hall tonight that has been held 
in this city. It was in the inter- 
est of Charles L. Henry, candidate 
for Congressman Bynum’s seat. Mr. Harri- 
son was taken directly from the train to Tom- 
linson Hall and found it packed. The deafen- 
ing roar that went up when Mr. Harrison 
entered the hall equaled the most furiously 
demonstrative greeting he ever received in 
this, his home city. After nearly seven min- 
utes of cheering Mr. Henry introduced Gen. 
Harrison, who started out to make only a 
minutes he kept 
the 5,000 people alternating between laugh- 
ter and applause and then started to close. 
The audience stood up and demanded that he 
continue. Men rushed forward to force Mr. 
Harrison back to the front and he was com- 
pelled to go on. 

A second attempt to retire met with even 
greater objection, whereupon, seized with a 
fresh inspiration, the ex-President raised his 
hand to indicate he wouid speak longer. With 
a passion and eloquence that no one in this 
city can recall Mr. Harrisou started another 
speech, and for thirty-five minutes he took the 
audience by storm. He thundered forth 
his sentences, his voice being drowned at al- 
most every period by the excited shouts and 
applause. None of those present can remem- 
ber when Mr. Harrison before ever cut loose 
from all conventional restraint as during this 
last half hour which marked the close of his 
cam paign, 

When Mr, Harrison finished there was an- 
other outburst that shook the great building 
to its foundations. The meeting was in an 
tprour for ten minutes and it wus another ten 
minutes before the speaker could work his 
way through the crowd to theexit. It is be- 
lieved Henry will defeat Bynum in this coun- 
ty alone by 2,000 majority, 


VAST AUDIENCES THROUGH THE STATE. 


Gen. Harrison Speaks Ten Times to Great 
and Enthusiastic Crowds. 

InptanaPouts, Ind., Nov. 3.—After another 
round of speechmaking Gen. Harrison arrived 
at Indianapolis this evening at 8:15 o’clock. 
He was escorted immediately to Tomlinson 
Hail, where he made his eleventh speech of the. 
day. He was greeted by great enthusiasm. 
He spoke briefly, adjuring ali to attest their 
earnestness by doing all they could to make 
the contest in Indiana next Tuesday decisive. 
Although he had made ten speeches in the 
open air during the day he was in good voice. 

On his trip through the State during the day 
the demonstrations of interest and enthus- 
iaem seemed to increase as the day advanced. 
At Anderson the principal meeting of the day 
was held. The ex-President and party ar- 
rived an hour later than schedule time, but 
the station was surrounded and the 
streets were packed with people who had 
lost their dinners in their anxiety to welcome 
their guest. The party was taken in car- 
riages to the residence of Taylor Durbin, 
where luncheon was served. 

At 2 o’ciock Geno. Harrison was taken to 
the corner of Eighth and Main streets, where 
he reviewed the parade of glassworkers and 
men from the tinplate manufactories of the 
county. There were 2,000 mien in line. 
They carried banners bearing significant in- 
scriptions; they carried flags, and they car. 
ried specimens of their own handicraft. Tin 
heimets and plate glass swords figured 
largely. Gen. Harrison’s carriage accom- 
panied the latter part of the procession to a 
point about three squares from where the 
speaker’s stand had been erected. One of the 
wheels of the carriage slipped off und rolled 
into the gutter at this point, and the ex. 
President, together with Charles Henry, 
the Republican candidate for Congress, took 
up thé line of march and compieted the jour. 
ney on foot. Ten thousand men surrounded 
the stand and strained their eyes to see and 
their ears to hear the speaker. He said in 
substance:

Tho fight between Lon Agnewand George 
Mackenzie, scheduled at the Triangle club 
Monday night, is likely to be a good one. 

Agnew is 23 years old and has never been 
beaten, but most of his fights have been with 
second-class men. 

Mackenzie will be the first high-grade light- 
weight yet opposed to the youngster, and the

Mackenzie came to this country with a 
good Australian reputation, and held his own 
well until beaten by Bobby Dobbs, He is far 
cleverer than Agnew, but not as strong, and 
the younger man is likely to win.

Many Illinoisans at Home Working for 
the Democratic Partv.

NOTES FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL, 


Mr, Doe Denies He Is to Be Appointed 
Jadge Advocate-General. 
Wasurneton, D. C., Nov. 3.—Assistant Secre- 
tary Doe of the Quartermaster’s Department, 
when shown the published statement that be was 
to be appointed Judge Advocate-General of the 
army, said it was without any foundation so 
far as he knew, and certainly he wonld 
be likely to know. This particular office 
was held by Gen. Swain, but he 
was suspended on half pay in 1885 for a period 
of twelve years by sentence of court-martial. 
While this operates it cannot be filed. Gen. 
Swain will be 62 years of age Dec. 22 next, and it 
will be possible for tho President to retire him 
under the compulsory clause if he should first 


file its plea by Attorney Egan Tuesday. Mr. 
Keenan has shown sagacity in singling out the 
Santa Fs road for his attack. This company 
is in the hands of receivers, and, so far as its 
Chicago terminals are concerned, is under the 
direction of Judge Grosscup. The question 
will thus be speedily settled, for if Judge 
Grosscup finds the ruling of the United States 
Supreme Court iu the Covington Stock-Yards 
case applies in this, receivers will be com- 
pelled to deliver cattle free of switch- 
ing at the Union Stock-Yards.

But 
they also purpose to go before the Legis- 
lature next winter and urge the passage of a 
law prohibiting the making of an extraswitch- 
ing charge for delivering liye stock at any of 
the stock-yards in this State. Their argu- 
mént is that the exaction of an extra charge 
for switching cars to stock-yards in this eity 
when no such charge is made at Omaha, St. 
Louis, Kansas City, or any other Western 
point is inflicting great injury upon the live 
stock interests of Chicago and the State of 
Illinois, _A like petition was filed in 
the United States Circuit Court yesterday 
by W. H. Thomson Jr., McCausland, Hoag & 
Co., Reynolds, Westcott & Co., Conover & 
Herrick, Ingwersen Bros. & Miller, Wagner 
Bros. & Co., Dickson & Lott. J. H. Wood, 
Martin, Horn & Young, Mills & Co., Darling- 
ton, Quick & Boyden, P. Burns, Godair, 
Harding & Co., Doud & Keefer, the Chicago 
Live Stock and Commission compaay, Texas 
Live Stock company, the Campbell Commis- 
sion compat y, and a score of others. All are 
Stock-Yards commission merchants. They 
allege the Santa F&E railroad has a 
connection, through the Grand Trunk, 
with the tracks of the Stock-Yards company 
about half a mile from the point where the 
Santa Fé now unloads stock in the yards, and 
the receiver should be compelled to provide 
platforms and chutes in order to relieve the 
road of the necessity of using the tracks and 
conveniences of the Stock-Yards company. 
The latter charges the road 40 cents for each 
car of stock brought into the yards, and the 
same amount for the return of the empty 
car over the Stock-Yards tracks. Neither the 
Santa Fé nor the other toads, the petition- 
ers say, is justified in charging the shippers 
$2 per car on account of this trackage 
charge of the Stock-Yards corporation. 
Judge Grosscup ordered the receivers to an- 
swer the allegations next Tuesday.

The end was not unexpected by his 
dg. Few people now living in Chicago, 
and not one of those who have seen the 
growth of the City from an unimportant town 
to the:metropolis of the United States were un- 
acquainted with Uncle Phil Hoyne, who 
had been a United States Commissioner forty 
sucetgsive years, with the exception of two 
months. 

His illness was of short duration. A little 
over a week ago he took a trip to West Baden, 
Ind., for the purpose of trying the mineral 
water there. The trip proved anything but 
beneficial and after a few days he returned to 
Chicago and took to his bed. His old 
friend, Dr, Hollister, attended him, but 
the disease was firmly rooted and 
soon dropsy with malaria developed. 
His mind was also weakened and his friends 
knew he was dangerously ill. A constant 
watch was kept over him by relatives and 
many of his old friends called upon him. 
Last Wednesday and Thursday his condition 
was alarming, but Friday he was somewhat 
improved and some hope was held out of his 
recovery. But late Friday afternoon there 
came a relapse and it was thought he could 
not live through the night. No improvement 
was perceptible Friday evening and his sleep 
was disturbed. At 3 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing he awakened suddenly, struggled to a 
sitting position, and fell back upon the pil- 
lows. He breathed only a few times and the 
attendants at his bedside knew the end had 
come, 

The news of Commissioner Hoyne’s death 
was received with great sorrow by the legion 
of Chicago men who are his friends. Among 
them are gray haired men who, like him, have 
seen Chicago grow from infancy. At the 
Government Building, where he had been so 
long, the sorrow over his death was more 
keenly felt and expressed, 

The funeral will take place Monday, inter. 
ment being at Rosehill.

Martin J. Russell, Collector of the Port of 
Chicago, said: And so Uncle Phil’ is dead. 
Well, we didn’t expect him to come back to us. 
He had been failing visibly during the past six 
months. He was a character surely. am a 
young man compared to Phil Hoyneand I have 
been in Chicago a great many yeurs, yet he is 
among the men of my earliest recollection. 
He was a member of what the old timers of 
Chicago refer to as the Galena colony. He 
went through Chicago away back in the 403 
to Galena along with Judge Van Higgins, J.

There 
is less of fusion this year than ever before. 
The Republicans have fought the battle upon 
the straight issue of sufficient protection to 
American industries to enable American 
manufacturers to pay good wages to American 
labor, as opposed to the Democratic 
advocacy of a policy looking  ulti- 
mately to free trade.

Maine, Oregon, and Vermont have already 
held their elections and selected 8 of the 
Representatives in the new Congress of 356 
members. Three hundred and forty-eight 
members are to be chosen Tuesday, of which 
34 will be from New York, 30 from Penn- 
syivania, 22 from Illinois. and 21 from Ohio. 


The New Congress to Be Elected. 

A feature of the election is the probable po- 
litical composition of the State Legislatures 
which are to be selected and which will elect 
successors to the thirty United States Sena- 
tors whose terms expire March 3, 1895. Ex- 
cept in cases where Senators already have 
been chosen for the term beginning on that 
date, the Legislatures which are to meet next 
winter will perform this service. 

Barri unusual circumstances there will 
then be thirty-three Senators to be aworn in, 
including the thirty whose terms expire 
March 3 and one each from the States which 
failed to elect when they should have done 80 
two years ago. Of these six Senators have 
already been sworn in without a change in 
the political representation. of the State hav- 
ing occurred. Of the remaining twenty-four 
Senators of the regular list whose terms ex- 
pire in 1895 ten are Democrat and fourteen 
are Republicans. The term of none of the 
Populist Senators will expire in 1895. 

Owing to the failure to elect in 1893, and 
to the fact that the terms of Senators Carey 
and Power expire in 1895, Wyoming and Mon- 
tana respectively will each elect two Senators 
this winter. Owing to a like failure to elect in 
Washington, that State will also choose a 
Senator, though his term and that of a Sen- 
ator from each of the other two States will 
cover only four years. 

That the voter may make an estimate of the 
probable result in the several States Tus 
Trieune has asked the Chairmen of the com- 
mittees of all parties to review the situation 
in their own State as it appeared to them Fri- 
day night. The’ estimates of these men, who 
are in closest touch with public sentiment, 
preceded with a brief résumé of the scope of 
the election in each State, is herewith given. 


Views of National Chairmen: 


Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 3.—[Special, ]— 
Following are claims of the Chairmen of the 
National Congressional committees: 


The Republicans expect to have at least 190 
members of the next House of Represent- 
atives as a result of Tuesday's election.

Populace of Paris Thinks the Event a 
Great Loss to the Land. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Paris, Nov. 3.—[Copyright, 1804, by the

has produced a profound impression on the 
people of France would bean inadequate 
statement.

Russian Colony Present. 

Of course, nearly the entire Russian Colony 
was present, all the women in deep mourning 
and most of tne men ina uniform of some sort, 
as nearly ‘every Russian is in the service of the 
State. Towering above all was the gigantic 
figure of Count Orloff, the second military 
attaché, in his gorgeous white and gold uni- 
forni of the Russian’ Horse Guards. By his 
side the amiable Gen. Frederics, military 
representative,looked diminutive and dwarfed. 

The service was solemn and monotonous. 
The priests were in their mourning robes of 
black and silver, and, as the Russian religion 
regards instrumental music as impious, the 
singing was unaccompanied, The basses were 
tremendous, but there wasa sameness about 
it which was fatiguing. At the same time the 
melancholy effect produced wasin keeping 
with the solemnity of the occasion: The 
church was profusely ornamented with golden 
pictures and icons and gorgeously lighted 
with innumerable wax candies, and 80- 
lemnity was accentuated by the sobbing of 
the congregation. Even many of the young 
men present had faces disfigured by weeping.

FIGHTING ON IN THE PUNJAUB, 


Waziri Tribesmen Attack an Official Es- 
cort and Are Repulsed. 

Bounax, Nov. 3.—The delimitation of the 
Waziristan Punjaub frontier, in accordance 
with Sie Mortimer Durand’s agreement with 
the Ameer of Afghanistan, is causing serious 
fighting. The warlike Waziri tribesmen made 
an attack early this morning upon the camp 
of the political officers’ escort in the northern 
part of the Spin country. After a short fight 
the escort, which is a strong body of troops 
commanded by Col. A. H. Turner, repulsed 
the Waziris, inflicting heavy losses upon them. 
No details of the fighting have been received. 


VAST ARMY OF BRITISH UNEMPLOYED. 


Four Abreast They Would Make a Proces- 
sion One Handred Miles Long. 

Lonpow, Nov. 3.—The annual conference of 
the National Constitutional Workmen’s 
League was held today at Durham.

European Epidemics Decrease. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 3.— [Special. }—Sur- 
goon Fairfax Irwin, at London, reports a de- 
crease in the status of epidemic diseases in Eu- 
rope and Asia. Particularly has this been true 
of the cholera in Germany. Holland, and Russia.

Nevertheless, even the most optimistic papers 
acknowledge the Czar’s death is an irreparable 
loss to Franeé,’ He was an active power for 
peace in Europe, and it was possible in any 
future complications his voice would have 
been raised in favor of conciliation and would 
have been listened to; but today. say these 
papers, who is there in his place? The new 
Czar is only 26 and has neither the experience 
nor authority of his father. His character is 
little known; his advisers and friends not 
more so. He seems to have allowed b-inself 
to be entranced by the flattery of the English 
court. If he marries the granddaughter of 
the Queen he may succumb to English influ- 
ences as much as has the German Emperor. 

The day of the Czar’s funeral all the prin- 
cipal streets in Paris will be hung with Rus- 
sian flags draped in black, and it is hoped 
Gen. Saussier, as chief of the army, will be 
sent to represent France at the obsequies, 
The army and navy have been ordered into 
mouraing, and many private individuals have 
gone into mourning already. 

Dreyfus May Suffer Death.

ARRANGE FOR ALEXANDER’S FUNERAL. 


His Remains Will Lie in State at Odessa, 
Kieff, and Moscow. 


Sr. Perzrssurc, Nov. 3.—The remains of 
Alexander III. are expected here Nov. 15. 
They will lie in state at Odessa, Kieff, and 
Moscow on their way to the city, and will 
finally repose in state at the Cathedral of 
St. Peter and St. Paul. The remains will 
afterward be placed iu the imperial mauso- 
leum. 

Rings were exchanged yesterday between 
the Czar Nicholas and Princess Alix of 
Hesse-Darmstadt. The wedding of the Czar 
and Princess Alix will take place a few days 
after the funera'. It is expected the Czar 
will, upon this occasion, grant an extensive 
political amnesty. 

Lrvap1a, Nov. 3.—A special service to csle- 
brate the accession of Nicholas II. tothe throne 
of Russia was held today in the Palace Church. 
It was attended by the Czar, the Czarina, the 
Queen of Greece, the Duchess of Saxe-Co- 
burg-Gotha, Princess Alix of Hesse-Darm- 
stadt, the Grand Dukes and Grand Duchesses 
now at Livadia, and the chief officials of the 
district. 
Lonvon, Nov. 3.—An Odessa dispatch says 
that city is draped in mourning, A grand 
requiem mass was celebrated in the zathedral 
this mor ang and was attended within and 
without the building by 100,000 people. The 
Prince and Princess of Wales will arrive at 
Odessa tomorrow morning. The} have espe- 
cially requested that no public reception be 
given them.

MRS. MILLER GETS THE INSURANCE. 


Carelessness on Her Husband's Part Not a 
Sufficient Defense. 7 
Judge Horton yesterday deꝛided in favor of 
the complainant in the suit of Mrs, Harriet 
Miller against the Mutual Accident Associa- 
tion of the Northwest. He held the defend. 
ant was liable for the insurance, although the 
accident to the policy-holder was the result of 
his own carelessness, The policy was for 
$5,000 and held by Horatio J. Miller. He 
was killed by a train on the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern tracks on Rock- 
well street, and the defendant sought 
to escape liability by proving that 
Miller tried to cross the tracks when the gates 
were down. The court concurred that the 
— pares. of accident insurance was to 
demnity against those accidents 
which are unlookeld for but liable to occur 
from misfortune. To hold that the associa- 
tion was liable only where due care was 
exercised, it was urged, would require the 
policy-hoider to guarantee himself against 
accident and raise a paradox in the very mak- 
ing of the contract. In event the asso- 
ciation would be no more liable than tue rail- 
road company, which needed only to prove 
that it was not guilty of reckless or wanton 
conduct. 


COMPANY IN A BAD CONDITION. 


Receiver of Commercial Alliance Resigns 
and Another Will Be Appointed. 

New Tonk, Nov. 3.—William H. Willis, 
who was appointed receiver of the Commer- 
cial Alliance Insurance company some days 
ago, moved before Justice Barrett of the Su- 
preme Court today that he be relieved from 
the trust and that some other receiver be ap- 
pointed. He says the affairs of the company 
are in a deplorable condition and there would 
hardly be enough money to pay the costs of 
the administration.

In his wood- 
en shoes and his awkward dress all his move- 
ments are heavy and ungainly, but once 
mounted on the steel runners and out on the 
ice there is as complete a transformation as 
when the shuffling Indian takes to his horse. 
Everybody, from the chiid of 4 to the grand- 
dam, gets on skates as soon as the ice is safe 
and epends a great portion of the day on them 
all through the winter. One year when the 
ice had frozen suddenly after a long period 
of open weather Miss Vanderpoel saw the 
river covered with skaters while flocks of 
sheep were nibbling the green gras on the 
banks. The oid lady who wishes to cross the 
river to go to market instead of going round 
by the bridge puts on her skates and, with her 
basket on her arm, glides across the smooth 
surface as gracefully as her juniors. 

Miss Caroline Wade spent the summer in 
the vicinity of Rockland, on the east coast of 
Maine, the terminus of the Maine Central. 
The broken coast of Maine presents an infi- 
nite variety of rugged outline and is a favor- 
ite resort for artists. Miss Wade brought 
back a number of studies of the coast, the 
sea, and the fishing vessels.

Photography has given better results to the 
men who study lunar physical geography 
than direct visual observation. In the plates 
are pereeptible objects—hills and valleys and 
craters—that have never been noticed in di- 
rect observations through the télescope.

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TEMPERING DAMASOUS BLADES. 
An Old Record Says That Each Operation 
Cost a Human Life. 

Berlin Tageblatt; Advices received from 
Prof. von Eulenspiegel and party state that 
in delving among the ruins of ancient Tyre 
there has been unearthed what seems to have 
been the workshop of an ancient armorer, or 
“ waffenschmidt,” with a quantity of sword 
blades in different stages of manufacture, 
though badly corroded. A copper cylinder 
with a close-fitting tap was “found 
among a pile of dry _ rotted 
wood, evidently the remains of an 
arm chest, the brass nails copper bands 
of which had retained their original form, 
This cylinder contained a parchment in- 
scribed in ancient Syriac characters and ina 
fair state of preservation, professor, 
after months of ciose study, has pronounced 
it an extraordinary discovery—one caicu- 
lated to cast much light upon the herétofare 
mysteries of the ancient craft of weapon- 
making, giving in detail the methods fo!- 
lowed in making the perfect Damaseuis blades.

Professor Holden in volume three of Pub- 
lications of the Lick Observatory,” just is- 
sued, tells in this way the dimensions of the 
smallest objects in the moon that may be 


seen: 

It is of interest to know the dimensions of 
the smallest objects (as craters, rills, ete. ). 
which can be registered on the photographic 
plate. The sensitive plate is composed of 
grains of silver of about 0.0002 inenes in di- 
ameter, which are separated from each other 
by areas relatively empty of silver. These 
areas are of the same order of size as the 
grains—0.0002 inches on the focal negatives 
corresponds to about 0,1 ofan Engiish mile on 
the moon itself. A crater on the moon 
which is less than 0.1 of a mile in diameter 
will therefore form an image on the plate 
whose absolute dimensions are approximately 
the same as thuse of the grains, or elements 
of structure, of the plate itself; and hence, in 
general, such an image will be confused with 
this grain and cannot generally be made out. 
Under suitable circumstances of illumination, 
ete., the Lick Observatory negatives will de- 
pict craters and riils whose absolute dimen- 
sions are comparable with the size of the 
grains of the sensitive plate. It is clear, 
therefore, that the negatives are nearly as 
good as they can be made on the sensitive 
plates now in use.“ 

Improved Plates Needed. 


[The last sentence refers to the photographs 
made at the Lick Observatory, which ate de- 
clared here and in Europe to be the finest ever 
registered. 

A photograph has gone as far as it can with 
present apparatus; the next step is toimprove 
the apparatus by making plates even more 
sensitive than those now in use and filme of 
finer grain. The astronomer is therefore de- 
pendent upon the platemaker for new 
triumphs of observation in one department of 
his investigations. 

In these finest photographs of the moon 
ever taken the exposure of the plate was 
very brief and the teiescope was stationary. 
For the time necessary to register the image 
on the sensitive plate the big tube did not 
have to travel following the object in its 
orbit. A part of the tube of the big telescope 
was covered so that the aperture was reduced 
from thirty-six inches to eight inches, The 
negatives are five inches in diameter, The 
astronomer found an exposure of two seconds 
sufficient for the brighter regions and that 
two seconds was even tow long for the places 
on the moon intensely bright. An exposure 
of four or more seconds was not too much 
for parts of the terminator, motion of 
the moon during the four seconds of exposure 
was not enough to affect the definition. 

The enlargements of the photographs were 
made at Prague by Prof. Weinek, director of 
the observatory at Prague, who wus delighted 
at the opportunity given him to study these 
new lunar pictures, Prof. Weinek writes of 
the negatives five inches in diameter: 1 
became convinced that such photographs 
were of sufficient sine and of adequate sharp- 
ness to constitute an important advance over 
the earlier and exceilent results of Rutherford, 
Warren de la Rue. and Draper. They show 
numerous details not discernible with the 
telescope.” 

Baron Albert von Rothschild of Vienna, the 
enthusiastic astr: nomer, was granted permis- 
sion to make enlargements from some of the 
negatives. He made some carbon erlarge- 
ments eighty inches to the moon’s diameter. 


What Has Been Learned. 


From these photographsin com parison with 
others, series made in — ney a 
made in the future, the astronomers expect to 
settle the problem upon which they have deen 
engaged for yeare—the question of changes on 
the lunar surface. Drawings from direct ob- 
servation are deemed not sufficient for such a 
comparison. Prof. Holden deciares positive-

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Indications Point to an Overwhelming 
Defeat of the Democrata<Fisher and 
His A. F. A. Deal Disgust His Partr= 
Don Dickinson’s Referee System also 
Angers the People, While Unfair Dis- 
tribation of Patronage Helps the G. O. 
P.—Ten Republican Congressmen Sure. 

Dezrrorr, Mich., Nov. 3.— [Special . Corre- . 
spondence.}|~—There is but one matter in 
doubt as to the result of the election in Mich- 
igan next Tuesday, and that is the size of the 
Republican majority. There has never been 
any well-founded doubt as to the result since 
the nominating convention finished its work, 
because, severely handicapped at the start, 
the Democrats have kept on making mistakes 
until their campaign threatens to close in the 
worst defeat that party has sustained since 
the war. There dre good and sufficient rea- 
sons for such a result, too. In the first place 
the party has been torn in twain for a 
year and a half past by the vicious 
referee system introduced by the President's 
right-hand man in Michigan, Don M. Dick- 
inson. Men who have labored hard and ear- 
nestly in years past for the success of De- 
movracy are this year sulking in their tents 
or openly opposmg the ticket, not because 
they themselves were slighted in the distribu- 
tion of Faderal patronage but because men 
whose efforts in behalf of the party in years 
past had entitled them to some consideration 
were passed over and the desirable places 
filled with men who had never raised their 
hands for the success of Democracy but had 
rather spent their time in fawning over the 
„ boss Dickinson. Of course the business 
depression of the last year and a half has also 
hurt the prospects of Democracy in the State, 
but with anything like honest and fair party 
management there would at the least have 
been a good fighting chance of victory. As 
it is there is only a certainty of overwhelm- 
ing defeat at the polls and good prospect of 
several years of recriminations and throat 
cutting afterward. 

Fisher and the A, P. A. 

The A. P. A. sensation introduced into the 
campaign against Fisher, the Democratic 
candidate for Governor, by men prominent 
in his own party has worked the worst havoc 
with Democratic prospects. It has alienated, 
completely the Catholic-Democratic vote, 
which. in this State makes up at least 20 per 
cent of its total, and has lost the Fisher ticket 
the support of another class in the Demo- 
cratic party that is o to the introduc- 
tion of religion into politics; The latter will 
33 number 5 per cent of its vote. 

ere then is 25 per cent ofthe total Demo- 
cratic vote that will not be polled for Fisher 
next Tuesday. As the vote two ago 
was 205,000 this will mean a of 

50,000. In addition there will be the loss 

through business depression and tariff re- 

vision, easily 10,000, or a total of 60,000. 

To offset this Fisher will undoubtedly ‘gain 

a considerable A. P. A. vote in Saginaw, 

Kent, Wayne, and Bay counties, The last 

named is his home, where he will also draw 

some from the Republican vote. 

In the Upper Peninsula there is some dis- 
affection in the Republican ranke against 
Gov. Rich for his removal in connection with 
the State canvass frauds of two State officers 
from that section. A full estimate of the A. 
P. A. vote for Fisher is 10,000, of the Bay 
County gain 2,500, and of the Upper Penin- 


sula gain 2,500, or a total of 15,000. De- 


ducting this from the Democratic loss of 60,- 
000 places the Republican plurality at 45,- 
000.. This is just the figure the Republican 
mandgers are banking on for the head 
of their ticket. The remainder of it 
will get the same with the exception of Alfred 
Milnes for Lieutenant- Governor, On this

difficult to forecast.. Enthusiastic Republicans 
are claiming a solid delegation of twelve 
members, but the more conservative are satis- 
fied with ten. There is an absolute certainty 
of Republican success in eight districts. The 
Third. Burrows’ district, is good for at least 
4,500 plurality; the Fourth, 3,500; the 
Fifth, 1,000; the Sixth, 4,000; the Eighth, 
2,500; the Ninth, 3,500; the Eleventh, 
3,000; and the Twelfth, 5,000. Only the 
First, Second, Seventh, and Twelfth Districts 
are in doubt. The First is normally Demo- 
cratic by 1,500. This year, however, the 
German element in that party—owing to their 
entire failure to secure any office in the distri- 
bution of Federal pap—will bolt Griffin. That 
means a scalmg down of enough votes to 
elect Corliss, the Republican candidate. A 
general resentment at Griffin’s ‘‘cuckoo”’ at- 
titude in aefending Cieveland’s Hawaiian 
policy and the disgust at Democratic action in 
the last Congress will lose another 500 votes 
to the Democrats. Corliss seems reasonably 
certain of election by from 300 to 800 
plurality. 

In the Second District the outlook is not so 
oright. Gen. Spalding, the Republican candi- 
date, has to overcome a natural Democratic 
majority of 550. The Democratic nominee, 
T. H. Barkworth, is also on the Populist 
ticket, and two years ago that party polled 
2,280 votes in this district. Really, then, 
Spalding has to overcome a majority of 
2,700. That task is not so great, however, 
when one learns of the great popularity he 
has in his own county 
and of the splendid 
has conducted. There 
the disaffection in Jackson County because 
ex-Congres:man Q’Donneli was turned down 
in the nominating convention, but this is 
about e by a similar feeling which 
exists in Washtenaw County over the turning 
down of Congressman Gorman. Spalding's 
hope of election lies in his ability to cut down 
the large Democratic majority in Monroe 
County and in a falling off in the Populist 
vote. If he wins his majority will be under 
500, If he loses the figures against him may 
reach 1,500. Present indications are slightly 
against him. 

Harmony in the Seventh District. 


The Seventh District, noted for many years | 


as the hotbed of Republican factional quarrels, 
appears this year to have buried all this ili- 
feeling and united in hearty support of the 
Republican candidate, Horace G. Snover, 
who has managed in years past to keep clear 
of the district feuds. Two years ago the 
Seventh gave the Democratic nominee 500 
plurality, but he was a very popular man, and 
the Republican was handicapped in belong- 
ing to the under wing of his party’s factions. 
Ezra Carleton, the Democratic nominee this 
year, has represented the district in Congress 
before, knows it thoroughly, and is making a 
comprehensive campaign. His chances, how- 
ever, are seriously impaired by the feeling in 
this section of the State against Don M. 
Dickinson’s refereeism. The best opinion 
favors Snover by a small majority, probably 
less than 500. 

The Tenth will be as close as the Second. 
Here R. O. Crump is leading the Republican 
hosts, while Worthy L. Churchill of Alpena, 
a wealthy lumberman, is at the head of the 
Democratic ticket. Both are hard fighters 
and are conducting campaigns worthy of their 
reputatious, Crump has twice been elected 
Mayor of West Bay City, a Democratic 
stronghold, and is strong with the laboring 
men. The A. P. A. influence, which is very 

werful in this district, is also solidiy for 

m. He will probably go to Congress with a 
small plurality—maybe not more than 250.

Eyes, Even in Case of the Last Ilses 
Story of a Doctor Who Attended One 
of the Silent Sisters in These Peculiar 
Cireumstances=Secluded Convent at the 
Quaint Town of Quinto-al-Mare=Pro- 
cession of Black Veils. 

Two miles from Genoa, in the midst of the 
Riviera di Levante and overlooking the re- 
nowned winter resort Nervi, rises a lonely 


edifice on a mountain top, covered with citron. 


aud orange trees. It is almost concealed by 
the high walls surrounding it and only a 
small iron door, doubly: insignificant by con- 
trast, leads into the interior. 

This door has been locked against the 
world for decades, but some two weeks ago 
it was opened on two occasions in two days, a 
fact which spread like wildfire among the in- 
habitants of the district, 

One of the Sisters of the Misericordia is 
on her deathbed,” said the country people; 


| “the doctor bas been called: in, and that is 


never done unless one of the inmates is 
stricken with fatal disease.” 

The abode of the Misericordia Sisters is the 
cloister of Quinto-al-Mare, a long building 
containing a large number of isolated cells, 
one adjoining the ether and fronting a gar- 
den, which also serves as a cemetery. On 
the other side of the garden is a long open 


hall, where the sisters may promenade. The 


buildings connecting the cells and the hall 
are on one side the chapel, on the other side 
kitchen, stables, etc. 

The sisters hold no communication what- 
ever with the world, says a writer in the New 
York World. They spend their days and 
half the nights in prayer and meditation; 
they never leave the edifice, and no man is 
allowed to set foot ‘within the building or 
gardens unless it be the sworn physician, 
called in in case of death or life. Even 
priests are excluded from the elbister. The 
confessional chair is arranged outside the 
main wall in a detached building, priest and 
penitent communicating through grated 
windows. In the same manner the sisters 
attend church. The baker, grocer, and other 
merchants deliver their wares at the gate, 
| placing them on an iron bracket and ringing 
a bell. After a while the bracket is moved by 
a spring and turns around to the garden side. 
And again after a while it resuimes its old 
place with the money for the goods, or per- 
haps a written order. None of the trades- 
people has ever had a look at the patrons. 

The physician of the cloister is an old and 
trusted man, greatly honored by the church; 
he has been called in only twice during the

The doctor 
says he saw several sisters on this occasion, 
but only the abbess spoke a few words to him. 
Even the sister-janitress failed to answer his 
greetings and questions except by written 
words.

Transmission of Ste m Power. 


The practicability of transmitting a long dis- 
tance a given amount of steam is illustrated in 
an account recently given by Mr. Coxe before the 
Society of Mechanical Engineers. It seems that 
at a colliery it was desired to carry steam to a 
water works about forty-five hundred feet over a 
hill from the boiler plant. To do this a trough 
was made by nailing the edges of two boards to- 
gether, so that they formed a right angle, the 
trough being supported by two stakes driven 
in the ground and crossing just beneath 
the trough; the pipe was laid in the trough, rest- 
ing on cast-iron plates, the pipe surrounded by 
mineral wool, and a similar inverted trough 
placed at the top. To allow expansion a bead 
was made to one side at the top of the hill and 
then it was turned back te its opriginal direction ; 
a large receiver was introduced in the pipe at the 
pumps. made of three boilersheets and having a 
diameter of thirty four inches and serving a 
as a separator. As the elevation was some 1,800 
feet above the Bon excessive cold was experienced 
inthe wintertime, the arrangement, however, 
fulfilling the desired purpose, costi nothing 
for maintenance and giving no trouble.—New 
York Sun. 


The Mines of Soap.

Exciting Cable Journey. 

Across the Devil's Dyke, a deep ravine near 
Brighton, England, a cable way has just been 
erected and opened for traffic. From a single 
steol wire rope, three inches in diameter, stretch- 
ing 1,200 feet between two iron columns on 


“either side of the dyke, are suspended steel 


anchors, two feet from fluke to fluke, by wire 
ropes of smaller dimensions and of varying 
length, so as to bring the line of anchorson a 
level. On the flukes are supported two wire ro 
cabies, one inch in diameter, on which run the 
pulleys which support the car, The ears are iron 
and wire cages, seven feet by five, carrying eight 
— * — They are moved by an engine on the 

ank, driving an endless wire rope to which the 
car is gripped, like our cable cars. The cable is 
230 féet above the bottom of the ravine, and the 
trip takes two minutes and a half.

The machine men of the Democratic party, 
particularly in New York, are filling the air 
with indecent denunciations of President 
Cleveland because on hi» way from Buzzard’s 
Bay to Washington he did not stop long 
erough in New York to trump up 8 residence, 
register himself, and vote for Hill; and be- 
cause, since he has arrived at Washirigtos, he 
has let the days go by until it is too late with. 
out’ speaking the word, or writing the letter, 
or sending. the check, or otherwise making 
public manifestation of his overweqning de- 
sire’ to gee Hill elected Governor of New 
York and Grant elected Mayor of New York 
City. 

To any man who is not running a machine, 
to any man who is not of the Hill or Hopkins 
sort, however, the course which the President 
has pursued is perfectly consistent. It is easy 
enough to understand the workings of Mr. 
Clevelind’s mind on this question. There is 
a law on the statute books known as the civil 
service law, which is designed to keep the 
small people in the Federal service out of pol- 
itics. Perhaps Mr. Cleveland did not approve 
of it when it was passed, for he isan old Dem- 
ocrat, and old Democrats see no wrong in the 
corruption of the civil service.

while President, set him a good example and 
he has a great respect for his predecessor in 
‘office, Mr. Harrison did not violate the law.

As day follows day, nearing Nov. 6, the 
Democrats are piling fraud upon fraud, show- 
ing that their last desperate hope is to steal the 
election.

Then there 
will be a person appointed, known as the 
orator,” who will notify the faculty of the 
qualifications of each candidate for a degree 
or for a prize, and who will also enlarge upon 
their virtues us developed through the term of 
the university curriculum. Then the degrees 
will be conferred and the prizes awarded and 
commencement day will be at an end, niuch 
to the delight of the students in general, who 
by this economy in time will have additional 
opportunity for the practice of baseball, foot. 
ball, and other gentle sports in which the un- 
dergraduates are accustomed to sprain joints, 
Anne noses, and break collar- bones. 

In many respects the innovation is a sensi- 
ble one. The commencement speeches of 
students are mainly interesting to themselves 
and their immediate relatives. The Latin sal- 
utatory is cuviare to the general, and not 
even interesting to the relatives. The vale- 
dictory is usually assigned as a tribute to su- 
perior scholarship. It would be mournful to 
know how many valedictorians who soared 
like rockets on commencement came down 
like sticks afterwards. The ceremony of com- 
mencement day is mainly a ceremony of tra- 
dition. Its abolition will mean a step forward 
in the direction of common sense and modern 
methods. It will chauge college distinction 
from the sentimental display of commence- 
ment time to the victories of after life. 


Tue table of bank clearings for the princi- 
pal cities of the United States last week states 
the percentage of increase and decrease 
(mostly decrease) for each point, but not for 
the grand total, There may have been no 
political reason for omitting it in the latter 
case, but the fact is striking, seeing that the 
change from the figures of a year ago tells 
with startling force against Democratic claims 
about business activity. The total of 923 
million dollars for last week is only 87.9 per 


cent of the 1,050%{ millions for the corre- 


sponding week last year, while the figurds for 
twelve months ago were but 75.2 per «el of 
those for the week ending with the first Thurs- 
day in November, 1892. In other words, 
the business of last week, as measured by 
the bank clearings of the country, was 
12 per cent tess than that of one year previ- 
ously and 34 per cent less than that of two 
years previously, An addition of the two 
percentages of decadence would give nearly 
87 in 100 for the decline in two bears. but 
this is not the correct way of figuring it, and 
the 34 per cent is bad enough without un- 
fairly magnifying it. The business of the 
country, as measured in money, is fully one- 
third less than it was the week before the 
election of the Democrats to office. It is fair 
to presume that the wages of labor, that is 
the total amount paid for the labor of the 
smaller number of persons actively em- 
ployed in the various industrial processes, 
has decreased in about the same proportion, 
since the selling cost of articles mostly is 
made up of the wages paid to the labor 


engaged in the several processes of production 


and transportation, including the labor 
required to produce the appliances used in 
producing the goods and transporting the raw 
material and finished product to the places 
where it is wanted. The workingmen are now 
asked by the Democrats to vote fora further 
reduction, which must follow the additional 
tinkering with the tariff they promise shall 
follow their indorsement by the voters next 
Tuesday. Will the wage-earners be such 
arrant asses as to vote that way? 


Tun methods by which the tax-eaters rob 
the owners of real estate in this city are now 
being investigated by a committee of the 
Real-Estate Board. The mode of procedure 
may be described summarily as follows: To 
begin with, a very high estimate is made of the 
cost of a contemplated improvement, which 
often is pressed for by contractors and not 
by the taxpayers. Then contractors put in 
bids for the work at figures twice as great as 
the work could be done for if done honestly, 


and agree among themselves that therg shall be 


no underbidding of the extravagant amounts 
named in the bids submitted by the ones to 
be favored. Then the successful con- 
tractor makes friends of the inspectors 
whose duty it is to supervise the work on be- 
half of the city, which should mean on behalf 
of the taxpayers at whose expense the work is 
done. Hefilisup the inspector at a saloon, 
and perhaps fills his pocket on the sly, the re- 
sult being that the official will not report the 
bad quality of the work performed by the 
contractor and his men. The result is that 
twice as much is charged for the work as 
ought to be paid if the work were properly 
done, and four times as much as what is done 
actually is worth, Out of this double or quad- 
ruple steal immense profits are realized, part 
of which are divided up among officials, put 
„here it will do the most good,” and the 
rest goes into the pocket of the con- 
tractor himself to pay him for the exertion 
involved in his political pull. For all this, 
which involves the maintenance ofa numer- 
ous set of leeches in additaon to the host that 
more ostensibly are fed at the public crib, the 
owners of the real estate frontmg on our 
streets have to pay. It should be about time 
to put a stop to this disgraceful and highly 
expensive pluader of the owners of real es- 
tate in Chicago, especially as the hard times 
render it difficult for many of them to pay 
what really is necessary for the maintenance 
of State, county, and municipal systems of

Suovtp it turn out that the Democrats 
carry the next House of Representatives and 
can claim that their free trade policy has been 
ratified by the country Tuas Tam pre- 
dicts that along about next March there will 
be a recurrence in a milder form of the busi- 
ness panic of last year.

Long-headed yachtsmen, whose enthusiasm 
causes them to “dream dreams and see vis- 
ions, prophesy that the Chicago yacht fleet 
willin a few years be quadrupled in numbers. 
They therefore argue that definite rules for 
classification of sail yachts should be adopted 
at once by all clubs so that a would-be yachts- 
man could have something to guide him in 
dimensions of his new boat. 

As it is now there are many boats which 
race in the same class that are not properly 


matched. and thus close finishes and exciting 


races are impossible for them. 

The members of both Columbia and Lincoln 
Park clubs are discussing the formation of one 
yacht club, to take the place of both, which 
shall have almost every yacht hailing from 
this port in its fleet and all yachtsmen in its 
list of members. It is planned toform aclub 
that shall fully represent the yachting interest 
of Chicago and make it en organization that 
the city will be proud of. 

In view of the fact that the steam yacht 
owners have secured the papers and charter 
of the old Chicago Yacht club and will revive 
that famous organization for a steam yacht 
club, it has been suggested that the name of 
the new organization should be the Chicago- 
Corinthian Yacht club. This would be ap- 
propriate, as Chicago yachtsmen are Corin- 
thians in every particular, the boats bemg com- 
manded and manned by amateur sailors. It 
is certain that great good would come from 
this amalgamation of the two clubs through 
unity of action and strength of numbers. 


Uniformity Demanded. 


It is earnestly advocated by all the clubs be- 
longing to the Lake Michigan Yachting Asso- 
ciation that the delegates forming that body 
should. meet during the winter and adopt a 
constitution and by-laws, racing and measure- 
ment rules, and a code of signals, This should 
be issued in a printed form and adopted by 
all the clubs in the circuit before the season 


opens next spring.

But prudence is mingled with daring, and 
kno that the loss of a sail or spar means 
sure defeat, the skipper keeps a vigilant eye 
aloft and eases up on the boat when it is nec- 
essary to prevent a mishap. 

It is this yachting spirit that has made the 
sport what it ie in a town where the boats 
have to share a harbor with merchant vessels, 
and where the holystone is never met with 
and white decks and paint never seen. 

The Columbia, which is now attracting a 
great deal of attention from yachtsmen, is 
the younger club of the two and its growth 
has been remarkable, It received its charter 
from the Secretary of State in 1892. 

The next winter witnessed the revival of 
yachting interest from the comatose condi- 
tion which had prevailed for years and many 
boats joined the fleet. 

During the World’s Fair Year. 

In spite of World’s Fair excitement last 
year much good racing was done.

The amount of money invested in yachting 
in Chicago would surprise any: one not famil- 
jar with the sport. 

In steam yachts and naphtha launches alone 
there is invested not less than $250,000. 

This, of course, is a rough estimate and, 
doubtless, would be materially increased by a 
careful examination of the fleet. 

There are twenty-five or thirty steam and 
es Wg yachts, including such yachts as:

$5,000 to $50,000. Most of them are verita- 
ble floating palaces and built to stand all 
kinds of weather. « 

n one comes to the smaller yachts, 
such as Wilber, which is one of the most 
useful types of all-round boats that can be 
found. And still further down the line ene 
comes to the open yachts or launches, whose 
cost varies all the way from a few hundred 
to a few thousand dollars. 


Yachting Is Expensive. 


Yachting, especially steam yachting, is an 
expensive amusement, and unless ons hasa 
large amount of money to spend it is best to 
keep out of it. 

cost of running a steam yacht varies, of 
course, with the size and kind of machinery 
with which the boat is equipped. 

Such yachta as the Alcyone, which is seven- 
ty-four feet long by twelve anda half feet 
beam, and is equipped with water tube boiler 
and triple expansion engine, costs from $600 
to $800 a month to run. But if the vessel is 
cruising every day the coal bill will run up 
the expenses a couple of hundred dollars a 
month. 

Another item of expense is the entertaining 
of large parties of guests. This, of course, 
can be made to cost as much as the owner’s 
purse will allow. 

Takmg the whole season through, whether 
running or at anchor, a conservative eatimate 
would — the cost up to $20 a day. This 
pays for all provisions as well as the salaries 


cook or steward, and one deck hand. 

The Thistle, which ie owned by Henry War. 
rington, is nitiety-four feet long by fourteen 
feet beam and is considered a first-class yacht 
in every respect. It costs about $20 a day to 
run it from the beginning to the end of the 


season. 

Smaller boats, like the Buena, owned by 
George Warrington, ure run considerably 
cheaper, the owner acting as Captain, and*thus 
not only saving a Captain’s salary, but being 
able to look after expenses carefully. 


These Are the Most Expensive. 


The most expensive steam yachts in Chica- 

o are the Catherine C., owned by Michael 

udahy, and the Hinda, which is the property 
of O. F. Aldis. 

Both these yachts carry large crews and 
are used to entertain with on a liberal scale, 

One of the most egonomical types of yachts 
here is represented by the Wilber, owned by 
Marshall D. Wilber. This yacht is forty feet 
long by eight feet beam and is equipped with 
a Warrington boiler and compound engines. 

The Wilber can cruise all day at ten miles 
an hour and can be pushed to twelve miles if 
necessary. This can be done on natural 
draft and with small consumption of coal. 

In running from Chicago to Milwaukee 
July 3 iast the Wilber used less than one-third 
of a ton of coal. 

Mr. Wüber is licensed to act as master of 
his yacht and bas only to hire an engineer, 
who keeps the yacht clean. When away ona 
cruise a cook is added, and with this small 
crew the Wilber cruised over 1,600 miles this 
summer. 

Added to the expense of running a yacht are 
the cost of fitting out in spring, of laying up 
and watching all winter, and the usual repairs. 


Sailing Is Less Expensive. 


The sailing yachtsmen get off a little easier 
in the matter of money. Most of the smaller 
sailing yachts are manned by American crews 
consisting of the owner and friends, while the 
larger yachts usually keep one or two men 
and the owner and friends help do the work, 
Of course there is no coal bill to pay and if 
they have good luck and don’t lose any spars 
the owners of sail yachts get along cheaply, 
comparatively speaking, and claim to have 
more legitimate enjoyment and sport in what 


they do. 
The list of sailing yachts is large—about 


forty yachts, part of which are enrolled in

The Cinderella of Rochester. 


The Cinderella is by far the fastest and 
best made yacht on Lake Ontario. She was 
formerly owned by Dr, Hopkins of Philadel- 
phia, owner of the Gloriana, and belo to 
the New York Yacht club fleet. Casey Smith 
wes the designer i of New York 
the builder. The Cinderella is 65 feet over 
alland 53 feet on the water line, with 17 
feet beam and a draught of 7 feet 2 inches. 
She is a center-board yacht and is owned by 
R. K. Dryer of Rochester, a wealthy manu- 
facturer, who uses the boat for cruising trips 
but refuses to enter her in races, as he no 
liking for that feature of the sport. The 
yacht is valued at $16,000. 

Yachting has become a popular sport in 
this city within the last few years and the 
Rochester Yacht club now counts as members 
many of the wealthy businesa-men. It also 
owns a handsome club-house at Ontario 
Beach and has a fleet of thirty-two yachts. 
The Lake Yacht Racing Association, which 
includes the clubs of Toronto, Hamilton 
Coburg, Belleville, and Ki u, Can., an 
Oswego and this eity, ld a week's 
meeting at Sodus Bay in July under 
the auspices of the local club. 
Forty yachts were entered in the various club 
races and the meeting was pronounced the 
most successful in the history of the associa- 
tion. The Cinderella, which, as stated, is the 
leading boat of the local craft, was built for 
salt water. Hiram Sibley’s handsome steam 
yacht, Restless, and James S. Watson’s Al- 
gonquin, sailed the Rochester club colors.

These meteors are thought to be the frag- 
mentary remains of Biela’s comet, which has 
not been seen since 1852. Bie a's comet had 
a period of six and a half years. Its orbit 
was nearly it not quite identical with this 
meteor stream. Annually, when the earth 
crosses it, in the latter part of November, 
meteors are encountered in greater or less 
number, and in those years when the lost com- 


ot is due they areexceptionally numerous. The 

shower of Andromedes occurred in 
1892; the next may be expected in 1899. On 
the 28th Andromeda will be overhead at 
about 8 p. m., eo that meteors belonging to 
this system will appear to fall from a point 
near the zenith. 


Three of the planets, Mars, Neptune, and 
Jupiter, are above the horizon at 9 p. m. in 
the positions shown on the planisphere. 

By far the most attractive of the three is 
Mars. Al h we have now passed this 
planet and its distance from us is ce 4 
—our nearest approach to it was on the 12 
of last month, eight days before the date of 
its exact opposition. when its distance 
from us was, in round numbers, 40,- 
000,000 miles—Mars is still a mag- 
nificent ‘evening star,“ and is still 
an object of the first interest in 
the astronomical world. The planct is un- 
usually well situated for observation this 
year, and the preliminary reports of astron- 
omers who have been studying its features 
for the past four months and more indicate 
that, when all the observations have been 
collated, we shall find our knowledge of this 
interesting planet materially increased, 

Venus is still a morning star but is now in- 
visible. Her superior conjunction with the 
sun occurs on the 30th of this month, after 
which she will be an evening star. 

reury will be in Anferior conjunction 
with the sun on the 10th, Bemg then near 
its ascending node—the point at which it 
3 through the plane of the earth’s orbit 
rom south to north—it will appear from our 
standpoint to pass in transit directly 
across the sun. The phenomenon will not be 
visibie to the nakea eye. On the 27th the 
planet will be at its greatest western elonga- 
tion, and may be seen in the east as a morn- 
ing star. 

Uranus and Saturn are close beside the sun, 
and are therefore in visible. 

The moon's position at 9 o’clock for every 
evening on which she is above the horizon 
at that hour is shown on the planisphere.

In the month of June, 1866, being consid- 
ered too young to be placed at the head of ‘he 
Odéon, 1 had been made—thanks to the kind 
offices of my master and friend, Sainte Beuve

ciate, to the director (manager), the Comedian 
Chilly, with the promise of succeeding him in 


due co Deeply impreased with the im- 
portance of my new office, filled with zeal as 
is becoming in a new hand, I said to myself the 
keystone of the theater isa young premiere. 
and I set myself to work to find one at any price 
—at the lowest possible figure, said my asso- 
ciate, who never joked or trifled when the 
subject in hand was outgo and income. 

But the young premibre was then, as she is 
today, a rare bird, and when on the scent the 
chances were many that one would return 
with an empty game bag, to use an everyday 
simile, 

In 1866 the discovery of the dreamed-of 
star was particularly difficult—like the grove 
of Millevoye which was without mystery, the 
Conservatory was hopeless—and as for. the 
young premidres of the boulevard theaters, 
they swung between 35 and 40 of age 
with the unhappy certainty of soon arriving 
in the forties.

the defective issue. You see there are 65,000 


postoffices in the country and it takes an im- 
mense quantity of stamps to supply them. 
We sold $22,000 here in Chicago yesterday. 
We get rid of about half a million of two. 
cent stamps a day, and the defective 15.000, 
000 is about two-thirds gone now, I have 
asked for a ruling from the department on 
cases where there was evidence that stamps 
had really been placed on mail, but had 
fallen off. I was directed te send the mail on 
without stamp properly O. K.’d, so that there 
will be no extra cost to those who use the 
mails. Butit causes a great deal of delay 
and comptication—it is the most annoying 
thing I have experienced since I have been in 
the postoffice.”’ 

Capt. McGrath, in charge of the Complaint 
and Inquiry Department of the Postoffice, 
says: I think that complaints in this mat- 
ter will average about fifteen to thirty a day. 
Of course those are concerning stamps that 
come off before they get out of this office. 
As to what happens to those that get safely 
out of Chicago we know nothing. People 
who have got notices that there is not proper 
postage on their mail come in and say they 
did put on the stamps—and they want to 
know why we send them notices, e were in 
doubt what course to pursue at first 
until Mr. Hesing received authority to for- 
ward all the defective matter. There are a 
great many complaints at the stamp windows 
about stamps that are purchased, put on mail 
there, and that fall otf before they can be 
carried to the boxes. 

“These stamps are working especial hard- 
ship on eome of the clerks, Those in charge 
of matter which has not enough postage on it 
are supplied with certain @mounts of postage 
due stamps. All matter insufficiently prepaid 
is so stampe 1. The carriers who take it out 
are charged with the postage due—have to 
pay for itin cash. If the stamps fall off in 
transit to the substations the station superin- 
tendent cannot give proper credit on the bill 
which the postage due’ clerks send to him un- 
less the amounts correspond. amount 
charged for postage due each day is about 
$100.

Between these were many - 
of the sports and pastimes of the old Spanish 

fairs. At 8:30 on the first day the arrival of 

the caravel of Cabrillo was annourced by the 

firing of guns, and the 8 morning 

thousands flocked to the wharf, where, amid 

salvos from the guns of the men-of-war in the 

harbor, the famous navigator landed. A 

handsome Portuguese named Cabrillo had 

been selected for the honor; and, costumed 

correctly, with top boots aud plumed hat, and 

surrounded by his companions, he was greet- 

ed by the cheers of the multitude, and, with 

the grace that became a representative of the 

Spanish grandee, he received the gold key 

from the Mayor of San Diego and aecepted. 
the freedom of the city. 

A procession was now formed, so pictur- 
esque and graphic in its various representa- 
tions that it was met by cheers all along the 
line. One of the most interesting features 
was the presence of a number of Indians, de- 
scendants of the natives whom Cabriilo found 
there over 300 years ago. Many of them 
were extremely old, three of the squaws each 
being over 100. At a previous time three 
Indians were present who, so far as appear- 
ances go, might well have been among 
those who greeted the real Cabrillo, 
They were a, 126 years of age, 
Maria Aatonia, 106, and Juana, 116. 
The first mentioned was 8 years old when the 
War of Independence was declared. She had 
lived in blissful complacency through the 
administration of every President of the 
United States, from George Washington to 
Grover Cleveland. The old woman—and there 
are a number living in the valleys and cafions 
of San Diego County—looked like a living 
mummy, aud was, with her companions, a re- 
markable instance of the life-preserving qual- 
ities of Southern California’s vaunted eli.

Shrike Is a Bird, and He Loves Sparrows (to 
Eat)-Watch Him in the Parks on the 
Lookont for His Prey=Poises on the 
Limb, Lures the Quarry with Sweet 
Music, Then Zip! Down He Pounces 
and Mr, Sparrow Is a Goner=Pugnuacious 
Character of the Bird. 

Thursday was All Saints’ day, and that 
sinner, the shrike, is now with us once more, 
Just why this bold highwayman among birds 
picks out that day in the calendar for his 
yearly return to the city is uncertain, unless 
it bea bit of hypocrisy in keeping with his 
wearing the garb of a peaceful Quaker, when, 
as everybody knows, he is bent on war. 

Be this as it may, Collyrio Borealis, as 
Baird has named him, has said goodmorrow 
to Lincoln Park Nov. 1 for the last three 
years. He comes then tospend the winter 
and to begin a diet of English sparrows, va- 
varied now and then with a tidbit in theshape 
of a nutpatch or a browa creeper belated in 
its journey southward. 

Shrike! The very name is suggest- 
ve of villainy. He is the strangler 
of Chicago. His kind abound in the city 
parks all through the winter and until that 
period of the spring when the great bird wave 
from the South is passmg through on its 
Northern course. How many Chicago people 
know this bird well? Not one in a thousand, 
probably, although he is at their doors when 
nearly all other birds, barring the British 
sparrow, areabsent. No one sees the birds 
except him to whom they appeal and who has 
his ears open for their note and his eyes open 
for their beauty. 

The shrike wül be here without fail. Go 
through Lincoln Park some cold morning 
and you will see hfm perched on a limb look- 
ing as though he had no interest in life other 
than to enjoy the landscape. Now stand 
about fifty yards away, giue a good field glass 
to your eye, and watch the shrike. Suddenly 
he bursts into song. It is a tremulous twit. 
ter rather than a melody, but in the absence 
of our great bird singera in the South 
it is not unpleasing. The twitter changes a 
bit in expression, Itignow the cali of the 
English sparrow. You know that call well; 
it is at your window daily. You watch the 
shrike narrowly. His throat is swelling, his 
beak is open. The call of the sparrow is his. 

What is he after? Wait a minute. The 
note is louder than before. Four sparrows 
dart around the base of a little hill and bring 
up short ina bush. The shrike’s note stops 
short. He leaves his limb like the movement 
of light. In an instant an inquisitive sparrow 
is in his clutch and the shrike’s beak is doing its 
work of strangulation. Then the shrike flies 
to a tree, and, if hungry, eats his victim. If 
not he bores asymmetrical hole in his victim’s 
skull, eats the brain, which heconsiders a del. 
icacy, and then hangs the sparrow up as a 
store against a hungry hour. 

South Park is a particularly good hunting 
ground for the shrike. He abounds there in 
his season and is protected from persecution on 
account of his laudable efforts to exterminate 
the British sparrow pest. When our own loved 
American birds are with us there isa goodly 
suppiy of big bugs which the shrike has a 
weakness for, and his cannibalistic tendencies 
are held in check, which is a good thing for 
the native songsters. He offends occasional- 
ly, however, but not often enough to offset 
the good he does in sparrow slaughter. 

The shrike does not care a snap for man’s 
presence. I have stood in Lincoln Park with- 
in ten yards of a specimen, watching him all 
the while through a 5 and he has treated 
my presence with a disdain which was in keep- 
ing with his charater for boldness. But while 
I have seen as many as fifteen specimens of 
the shrike in a singie day within the limits of 
the park system, I never saw two together but 
once, That time they were very much to- 
gether—so mixed up, in fact, that it 
was impossible to individualize them for 
more than a second or two at a 
time. They were two male birds in beautiful 
plumage that had fallen into a fight for the 
possession of a slaughtered innocent. [It 
was not an English sparrow.] The quarry 
was dead and on the ground, The scene of 
battle was the center of the big bail field at 
the south end of Lincoln Park, 

It was just after sunrise on a glorious 
morning last April. Two men were out 
making field notes of the opening spring 
migrauon. The trees at the purk’s edge were 
full of blue birds with the gleam of the rising 
sun on their bright breasts. Our glasses were 
on the pretty group when a shrike’s angry 
scream—it was a scream pure and simple 
started us hurriedly towards the ball field, 
The two birds were at it beak, claw, and wing. 
Our glasses, powerful ones, brought them so 
near that we could see every feather and note 
every action. A small bird was dead in the 
grass. Over it at the height of two feet the 
shrikes met and fought. They would hold 
this position in the * air—just how 
it was hard to tel! — for what 
seemed a minute. Then they would fall to 
earth and keep up the battie. It was fierce 
aud noisy. While the feathers flew the birds, 
kept up a constant screaming. They did not 
fight after the manner of gamecocksin the 
least. With the shrikes it was a constant 
clinch, a constant rising into the air 
and falling to the ground as a 
feathered being—a Siamese-twins kind of 
a fight. The men watched it until tired and 
then, by way of experiment, started shouting 
on a run straight at the combatants.

Northern Indiana, the whole of Michigan, 
Northeastern Illinois, including Chicago, and 
that portion of Wisconsin ‘‘watered by 
streams flowing into Lake Michigan” was 
erected into the County of Wayne.
